In Defensé Of Alligator Alley 


Editor: 

I'd like to respond to the 
feature editorial on the front 
page of the February Sth Her 
ald entitled, “Alligator Alley 
A New Road In The Old Tra- 
dition.” 

In the opening paragraph 
the writer states that Alligator 
Alley (hereinafter I refer to it

tory.” But he does not go into 
the cost structure — how the 
road is to be paid for, other 
than the $1.50 toll, and what 
is expected from gasoline геу- 
enue, etc. Also, the road hi 
recently opened. Shouldn't he 
give it a trial period and then 

Bet some traffic count and 

print them? 

In the second paragraph he 

says, "The road in its entire 
78 mile length does not provide 
the motorist with a place to 
buy food, gas, or even toilet 
facilities." I agree that’s a long 
way to go without one or two 
of those things perhaps, accus- 
tomed as we Americans are to 
so many of our simplest needs 
being met conveniently nowa- 
days but maybe they're in the 
offing? 

But he ends up this para- 
graph with “The road does not 
provide any time saving to 
speak of.” No time saving? The 
Nearest road south of A.A. 
from coast to coast is 28 miles 
( US. 41) and the nearest 
Toad north coast to coast is 
41 miles (S.R. 80 and U.S. 
441), a total of 69 miles with 
no road from coast to coast. 

He adds, “nor is it a partic- 
ularly safe road to drive,” but 
does not tell us why this is so. 

Further on I find something 
I can agree with — the need 
for telephones enroute should 
an emergency arise. Is it in the 
offing? 

He tells us A.A. uses a yel- 
low blinker light to slow traf- 
"fic. What is wrong with that? 
How are you supposed to

aren't there signs telling of the 
approaching intersection with 
State Road 29 where the blink- 
er light is? The writer doesn't 
say.

In sending back to Congress 
the “civil rights" proposals he 
unsuccessfull submitted — last 
year, President Johnson has 
taken an approach that may 
antagonize many Americans 
who are deeply concerned a- 
bout safety in the streets of 
the nation. 

The real civil rights viola- 
tions these days have to do 
abiding .. people 
s of street hood- 
. They also concern the 
cities that have been the tar- 
gets of political incendiaries 
who try to burn down those 
communities which they can't 
dominate. 


Yet the Johnson administra- 
ion declines to regard street 
crime as belonging to the class 
of civil rights violations. In- 
stead, it is bent on trying to 
further violate the rights of 
property owners by insisting 
on compulsory "open housing" 
It is not surprising, therefore, 
that Washington observers re- 
port that Congress this year 
may not enact any of the “ci- 
vil rights” proposals advanced 
by the administration. 


The real mood of Congress 
was revealed during the Presi- 
dne'ts State of the Union Ad- 
dress. The strongest applause 
was reserved for Mr. Johnson's 
words about anti-crime action. 
But presidential words һауе 
not yet changed presidential 
policies or legislative proposals 
The criminal elements still en- 
joy the protection of various 
Supreme Court rulings. Every 
time members of Congress try 
to remove the special privileges 
that the Supreme Court has 
reserved for lawbreakers, the 
White House is against-correc- 
tive action. 


Furthermore, the adminis- 
tration is still wedded to the 
notion that the way to end 
crime in the streets and to pre- 
vent riots and arson is to au- 
thorize larger federal 
ways. It wants to construct 
more public housing. extend 
the War on Poverty boondog- 
gle, and lavish funds on a mix- 
ture of. political and sociolo- 
gical experiments. The street 
gangs and the would-be arson- 
ists of another "long hot.sum- 
mer" no doubt laugh at such 
fanciful proposals. 

What lawbreakers under- 
stand is tough policing. Firm 
law enforcement, fully sup- 
portéd by the courts of the 
land, is the most efficient way 
of sending the crime wave that 
is rolling across this nation.

An example of what can and 
should be done may be seen 
in Miami, Fla. Police Chief, 
Walter Headley made a drama- 
tic announcmeent earlier this 
winter that he planned a "get 
tough” war on crime in that 
city. With scarcely a shot be- 
ing fired, there has been a dra- 
matic lull in the hoodlum reign 
of terror in Miami's Negro dis- 
tricts. For the first time in

Headlight Use 


TALLAHASSEE — Winter 
tourists and local residents 
were reminded by the Florida 
Highway Patrol today of the 
Florida law which requires 
the use of lower beam head- 
lights in. the daytime when 
driving in.log,amoke or rain. 
i (Commander, Colonel 

“Most 


in the daytime when- 
ever visibility is 500 feet or 
less, but Florida requires 
lights in fog, smoke or rain 
regardless of how far you can 
see.” 

Parking lights or any other 
auxiliary lights do not meet 
the requirements of the law. 
Lower beam headlights must 
be used. 

“Of course, it's best not 
to drive in heavy fog or rain,” 
said Kirkman, “but if you do, 
reduce your normal driving 
speed and be prepared for an 
emergency stop.” 

There recently have been a 
number of serious traffic 
crashes in heavy fog in the 
State. 

Kirkman appealed to Florida 
residents to extend: some 
“southern hospitality to winter 
visitors by informing them of 
this law.
